through tho first halt of'Mr. Cleveland's ad- 
ministration at least. On Harch 1 Mr. Ed- 
munds will pass the gavol over to Vica Pros-" 
idont Hond ricks, and will stop down upon 
tho floor of! tho senate chamber to become 
tho wary, cynical and ingonius loader of tho 
party of opposition. The keon, rasping and 
ilroadod Ingalls, t!io shrill and scolding Hoar, 
tho fretful Dawes, the hurd-hitting I^yo, 
tho caustic Conger, and tho bluff Joe 
Hawloy will load tho supporting columns.

Bock, ot Kentucky,'W a uani-Leuatxi Scotch- 
man of shrewdness and ability, but ho has a 
weakness for silver dollars, and is not likely 
to agree in all respects with the new admin- 
istration's financial policy. Besides, he is 
too frank and honest to bo always discroet, 
Joe Blackburn, who will bo his colleague, is 
impetuous and fiery, and without a chock- 
rein is likely to break badly.
